Daylight Saving Time Must Be Saved 


Ever since the fnd of World War T Otiio has 
be n a state divided on Daylight Saving Time. 
During the war, as a power conservation 
measure, ail of the United States — and all of 
Oli 10 - was placed by Congress on Daylight 
Time. Northeastern Ohio cities liked it and 
Voted, by local option, to keep it. Elsewhere, 
Ohioans chose to stay on Eastern Standard 
Time, 
A dozen or more proposals for establishing 
uniform 
time 
statewide, 
either 
“ fast" or 
“ .Slow,” 
have failed in the Ohio General 
Assembly. 


NOW fT LOOKS as though the issue finally is 


gibing to be resolved one way or another. The 
U. S House has passed a bill providing that 
states must have uniform time during the sum- 
uaer of 1967. Senate leaders are predicting ulti­ 
mate enactment of the measure The next Ohio 
General Assembly may have a hot potato on 
its tiands. 


The hill provides dial the Interstate Com- 
CQeree Commission must set up Daylight Time 
tor every state, uniformly tliroughout the state, 
according to the time zone in which it is lo­ 
cated. 
This will happen, according to the bill, unless 


a state legislature votes to keep Standard 
Time. 


In 
any event, Ohio’s 
time 
then will be 


uniform. If the Assembly does nothing, all of 
Ohio will be on "fast" time during six months 
in 1967. If the Assembly votes for "slow” time, 
that will be the rule for aM of Ohio. 
Salem' 
would lose its Daylight Saving 


SALKM ITES hopes the Assembly does noth- 
Irtg 
They have becom« so accustomed to Dav­ 
ie lit lim e they would balk at any prospect of 
giving it up. 


It is too early for any such move to get under 
way, but it seems likely that legislators outside 


the Daylight Time belt will attempt to force *he 
issue in the next Assembly. If th-.y do. all of 
northeastern Ohio will need to combine forces 
in an all out effort to persuade a majority of 
the Assembly to keep Daylight Time and per­ 
mit if to be established on a statewide basis, as 
i! was during World War II. 


Biggest complaint against Daylight Saving 


elsewhere in Ohio has seemed to come from 
tne farmers who argue that their livestock gets 
up by the sun, not the clock, and they must do 
their milking and other chores accordingly. 


In Daylight Saving areas, farmers do exact­ 
ly this. They do their chores at the same time 
by the sun and an hour later by the clock. If 
they milk now at 6 a m., they will milk through 
hie summer at 7 a m, The cows don’t know the 
difference Only the clocks are differerft. 


Meanwhile, city and suburban dwellers, who 
are in the majority, have an opportunity to en­ 
joy the outdoors an hour longer during the out­ 
door - beckoning weather of summer. They can 
swim, play golf and tennis and baseball, fish, 
mow their lawns, tend their gardens and what­ 
not in healthful outdoor exercise after work. 
Some of the major labor unions opposed Day- 


light Saving at the beginning in the fear that 
it would inconvenience their members work­ 
ing on early morning shifts. They long ago 
dropped this objection, because most of their 
members appreciate the hour of additional day- 
light for recreation at the end of the day. 


THE FARM ERS have become accustomed fo 
Hie transition in the Daylight Time areas 
It 
shouldn't be hard for farmers in “ slow" time 
localities to do likewise 
( ome April 24. Salem and other portions of 
northeastern Ohio will have Daylight T i m e 
again for six months. 
But come 1967, there may be a battle about it 
in the Assembly.

them into contact with the public." 
Soon these spotters will he reinforced by 1,000 
men and women who n »w are being trained, 
or soon will be, in special schools. Money for 
these training centers is ample. In addition to 
the million dollars supplied by Reuther s United 
Auto and Aerospace Urnon, at least another 
$5 5 million is available. 


W liu iN \ FEW MONTHS these trainees will 
go into the field to establish actual contact in­ 
stead of relying on the telephone and mail com- 
m unicat ion wnich is the modus operan dionw 
munication which is the modus operandi now.

of groups representing the poor and disadvan­ 
taged in this country,

ethnic groups and minorities 
Reuther and his people don’t waste daylight

The Iron Curtain Speech is memorable for 
more than that. 


W hat marked the speech at Westminster Col­ 
lege was its foresight. Churchill devoted his ad­ 
dress to an urgent call for the solution of the 
problem of the atom bomb - 
at a time when 
the I . S monopoly of nuclear weapons was in­ 
tact. 


Tin' was three months before the U. S. plan 
for international control of atomic energy was 
submitted to the I nited Nations. The ensuing 
deadlock on atomic controls continues today, 
diminished not greatly by the agreement among 
the Soviet Union, the United States, and Britain 
on testing. 


"The Dark Ages may return, die Stone Age 
may return on the gleaming wings of science, 
and what may now shower immeasurable ma­ 
terial blessings on mankind may even bring 
about its total destruction ., . Do not let us 
take the course of lofting events drift along un­ 
til it is too late - . .
